While 
such ease has its encouraging features, 
especially as any good borrower can 
now secure ample funds for legitimate 
purposes, still there is the double 
danger of either unduly stimulating 
speculation or fostering an imprudent 


granting of credit; two evils that 
would surely invite unpleasant con- 
sequences later on. At the moment, 


however, an optimistic tone prevails 

in Wall street which is being skilful- 

ly encouraged by market leaders. 
Business is Good. 

In business circles there are contin- 
ued signs of revival. This is particu: 
larly arue of the building trades, in 
which there is much activity in the 
evection of large buildings resulting 
from cheap money, lower raw mater- 
ia@ls and increased efficiency of labor. 
There is algo.umuch~ activity in the 
structural department of the steel in- 
dustry. The railroads are now plae- 
ing orders more freely, and it is not 
improbable that April will be a record 
breaking month in structural material 
orders. Of course, prices are exceed- 
ingly low and in many cases profit 
has been reduced to a minimum, As 
a result economies are bing enforced 
in every direction, sometimes by les- 
sening the force, sometimes by lower- 
ing wages. 

Another sign of activity is shown in 
the large purchases for wool by manu. 
facturers who see orders ahead, The 
eotton industry is also in satisfactory 
condition; the retail dry goods trade 
is becoming more active, and on ,)! 
sides signs are multiplying that we 
have turned the corner and that bet- 
tér times are ahead, It is not to be 
supposed that the period of readjust- 
ment is ended—that must go on; be- 
cause in meny cases prices of commo 
dities are still upon too high a plane 
But the lesson is being taught that

OSCAR KING RE-CAPTURED. 
After six months of evasion of the 
officers of the law, Oscar William 


King. who escaped from the R.N.W.M ! 


. near Innisfail, last fall, was cap- 
tured at 6.90 last evening by Con- 

able Hoyle of the city police forve 
én Namayo Avenue. He was taken 
tu the police station and afterwards 
tharded over to the R.N.W.M.P. who 
took him to Fort Saskatchewan Jor 
safe keeping. 

The attraction which ever draws 
criminats to their old haunts as well 
as his desire to see a woman which he 
had brought out from Germany some 
years ago, was what brought King 
back to Edmonton after an absence 
of half a year. When he escaped from 
the police he wore a amall mustache 
but yesterday when seen he had grown 
a heavy red whisker with which he 
hoped to escape detection 

He was recognizg yesterday after- 
noon, however, by Wm. Parks, an old 
acquaintance, and afterwards in an at- 
tempt to change his disguise he had 
his beard shaved off. Later in the 
afternoon he was pointed out by Mrs 
Parks on Namayo Avenue and was ar 
rested. King at first strenuously pro- 
tested that he was not the man want- 
ed and did not admit that he was 
the escaped prisoner till confronted 
by the R.N.W.M.P., who had_ previ 
ously known him 

The case of King has been a most 
mysterious one. He was committed 
for trial last fall on a charge of steal- 
ing horses at Clover Bar Later he 
told the R.N.W.M.P, that he could 
take them to a place where men had 
been murdered and could show their 
bones, The police decided to investi- 
gate and made the trip to Marker- 
ville where they found the bones as 
described. While returning King was 
allowed by one of the policemen to 
take a horse into the stable. He alip.| 
ped out the back and was not again 
recognized by the authorities until 
yesterday, 

Questioned by the police last even- 
ing he stated that he had made a 
trip to Manitoba since he had got 
out of the country last fall and had 
travelled into Saskatchewan by horse 
back and foot, ‘
